NAURU, THE RICHEST ISLAND IN THE 
SOUTH SEAS

VE mandates for the Pacific 
| islands which foriterly belonged 
to Germany were assigned ty the 


powers who seized them in the first year 
of the war: to Japan, the German islands 
north of the Equator; to New Zealand. 
German Sania; to Australia, Gennan 
New Guinea, the German Solomiotis: to 
Great Britain, the island of Naura. ‘There 
have heen doubts expressed! as to whether 
these mandates are it proving to their 
holders more of a borden. that an asset, 
hit Nagra is probably the nehest spot on 
the glolw for its eine. 

Ths ts a story of the island whose 
mune has Tisen te notice: in the new 
eooeraphies, as a by-product of the wy 
heaval catteed tiv the World War. jist 
as; owing to some geological upheaval 
ages go, he island itself arose from 
the sea. 


GEEMASY CAME LATE U8 THR PACH 


This story of Natura under white coit- 
trol is the story of Germ possessions 
in the South Seas. Germany cane late 
inte the. Pacific: all the good things lad 
been taken The explorers — Duteh, 
British, French, and Spanish—lad prety 


well divided up the islands, for in ther 


day “findings were keepings.” 

The German colomal polity wie mn- 
dertaken in i884 by financing certain 
chartered companies which had been 
trading with the islands fir nbout 25 
vears, By this means Germany acquired 
a protectorate over a part of northern 
New Guinea. A protectorate is the 
camel's nose in the tent. When he gets 
his head in and his huni; tt becomes a 
colony, 

New Guinea ts shaped like o -iragin, 
with a hutch head and shoulders, Uert- 
ish underparts and itil, and (German 
back and rump.

Wher all the difficulties: of mining, 
crushing, and drying the phosphate have 
heen overcome and the loaded cars have 
been fin out upon the piers ready to 
shoot their loads into euri-boats, there 
may come « we westerly —that is, the wind 
may change and blow toward the shore. 
Then the ships, which always have steam 
up and watches kept, as if at sea, loose 
their moorings and go out to sea, where 
they drift about, wating for the wind to 
change. =. | 

One ship made-a-record hy drifting for 
three months while waiting a chance to 
take on cargo, coming up te the island 
daily to signal, At length she ran out of 
coal and a collier came up from Sydney 
to supply her, but as 1 was impossible to 
tranship the coal on account of the via- 
lence of the sea, the ship, with the: at- 
tendant collier, procéeded to o lagoon 
in the Carolines, where she filled her 
bunkers. 


LAO RECRCITED FROM THSTANT ISLANDS 


The two classes of laborers, the work- 
ers in the phosphate field and the loading 
crews on the cars and boats, include few 
natives of Nauru. ‘The former, a5 we 
have seen, are Chinese coolies, the latter 
Kanakas recruited from other istands, A 
Kantika if a South Sea islander. ‘The 
word Is a general term meant sti : Taett 
no islander applies it to himsell or to men 
of his own island. He uses tt as a term 
af contempt. 

Every two or three years a ship ts sent 
among the Marshalls, Carolines, and Guil- 
bert and Ellice groups to recruit laborers 
and to return the Kanakas whose terms 
have expired. 

‘The recruited Inborer hires himself to 
the “company” aot on acecunt of wages, 
hut ssa chance to travel, to see the world. 
He ts assured of food and shelter and, 
if he ‘has a wife and family, ts given mar- 
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ric! quarters. He looks upon the ware 
as “velvet,” to be spent.on such lwxertes 
as gay lava-lnvas made in Manchester, 
England; for tobueco, sugar, canned 
salmon, jewsharps, and accordions, 

fle takes life lightly, hiliriously, and 
gets much atmsement Gut of his employ 
ment. Not for him the arduous lahor of 
the phosphate feld—none will undertake 
that but the plodding China boy™—lut 
the rush and roar of the steam and trolley 
phosphate trains, the pitching and tossing 
of the stri-boats under the end of the 
cantilever, whose long steel arm reaches 
bevord the edge of the reef, a9 the plos- 
phate is shot down through a flexible can- 
vas chute into huge baskets, amid clouds 
of dust, usually reaching its vhjective, bit 
sometimes spilling into the sea to the 
accompaniment of shouts and laughter. 

With singing, shouting, velling, the 
striny of surf-hoats is pulled by a motor 
launch out to the ship, one man stating 
in, the stern of cach to handle the long 
Sieeting oar, his brown body, clad only 
in aw lava-lava, glistening with coconut ail 
and his head and shoulders powdered 
with white dust. 

With more shouting and laughter the 
baskets ate caught op by the. derricks, 
swung on beard snd dumped mito the 
hold, semetimes missing and dropping 
their contents into the sea amid renewed 
merriment. Tf anything goes wrong 
with the derricks and the men in the surt- 
boats, naing and falling with the waves, 
are threatened) with danger from above, 
they dive overboard to the safety of the 
aed, like frogs on the edge of a pond 
plunking into the water. | 

Sometimes the wind chanzes so std- 
derly that the ship is obliged to put cut 
to sea in haste, and the surf-hoats. are 
caught before they are able to reach 
shelter in the small artificial boat harbor. 
and are either swamped or driven upon 
the reef and thence hauled op on the 
beach (see illvstration, page 501). 


THE RELATION BETWEEN THE NATIVES 
ASD THE COCUNTT TREES

The sap chipping from the severed 
flower stalk is sweet toddy, which ter- 
mented becomes soma foddy. an antex: 
cant. The onopened leaves tn the crown 
of the tree make a delicate white salad, 
thie ** eabbave™ of the old whaling 
dave. As this can only be obtained by 
killing, the tree, 
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In time of drought the natives are not 
permitted to make copra, asthe mits are 
nected for their own food and for seer, 

From (qty to 1917 there was a great 
droweht which killed thousands of trees. 
When the rains came and the trees. blos- 
somel, the natives asker permission to 
mike copra. The administrator ordered 
acensus of the ripe coconuts, and be went 
in person all over the island and verifier! 
the count. The natives count quickly, by 
tens. Each heap contained sq many 
hundreds. He found the total barely 
sufficient to sustain the population until 
the new crop ripened, so forbade the 
inaking of copra. 


THE PANDASUS THEE GRUWS..0ON STILTS 


The gods have given to the islantlers 
sHother tree almost as: wilualile as the 
coconut ancl constantly associated with it, 
The screw pine, pandanus, is on ¢xtri- 
ardmary tree, dependent upon crutches 


and tilts, It sturts in life as a stemless 
plant, closely resembling vitees, with 


sword-shaped leaves, each fitted on its 
edges and midrily with sharp spines. A 
little later it sends up a stout spiked trink 
to about tenor fifteen feet, crowned with 
leaves like the radical Jeaves. It now 
resembles a liapre rp. | 

Should the trunk be bent from the 
vertical, the tree drops from the top a 
cor with a bud at the end protected by a 
sheath; wher it teaches the ground the 
sheath decays, the bud roots. and the 
stiffened cord Incomes acruteh. A set 
of stout, bracing aerial roots is thrust 
eut from the lower part of the trunk, 
the radical leaves decay atul leave the tree 
standing upon stilts. 

A straight horizontal branch is often 
thrust cut ata height of two or three 
feet from the ground, sustamerd ly roots 
set at an angle on each aule, resembling a 
ristic bench, but any attempt to use-it 
as abench is speedily abandoned, ae it is 
set with stout spines. The tree prows 
this with stilted roots til it covers a 
large tract of grotinal. 

Pandamis leaves are tised for making 
ridis, fine mats ane basket weaving, for 
thatching lus, for calking canoes, snd 
for many other things for which coconut 
leaves are too coarse. ‘lhe tree bears an 
oranee-colored globular front, the sre ii 
a foot-ball and larger, separable into set- 


avo 


tions, which are chewed for the flavor, 
as itis composed of fiber and favor only. 
ft is also stewed and the juice made into 
a palatable black paste, 


SCHAL TRON USED FOR FEETILIZAER 


The coconut-tree being of such: supreme 
importance to him, one would think: the 
native wonkl cherish it as his wife and 
child, but, on the coritrary, he gives it no 
attention whatever, for it grows without 
care and lives toa greatage [fhe wishes 
tu plant a tree, he picks out of the heap 
a-spronted nut, whose fattened triangular 
husk and oe ing leaf, standing at right 
angles to the long petiole, resemble the 
hochy ancl head of a duck, sets it tte a 
shallow hole in company with a piece of 
old tron, and lenves it uncovered. 

The proper planting of trees is done m 
the same way. except that the holes are 
wide and deep and ‘placed at regular ¢is- 
tances. Iron rust is beneficial ta young 
trees, The nuts are net covered with 
earth fora venr, 

In 1807 a scientific ‘expedition from 
Sviney landed on the island of Funafuti, 
in the Ellice group, in order to pat down 
a bore to ascertunm the depth of coral. 
This was to test the theory of the forma- 
tien af atolls as annowpeed by Darwin, 
who had said that it could be settled by a 
core from a depth of ‘S00 to Hoc feet. 

There had been p Eritish expedition at 
Funafuti the previous venr, which had 
heen ahandobed an teaching a depth of 
roo feet, owing to the breaking clown of 
the machinery, The engmeers had 
browght back a story of the difficulties in 
norte coral; that zones of extremely 
hard rewk alternated with those of sand; 
that often the drill world strike a cave, 
where it would twine around in space and 
perhaps be lost inthe depths, | 

It was with a good deal of trouble that 
money rad been found for the second 
expedition, ‘The government of New 
Saotith Wiles had forrished part, and pri- 
vate contributors the Temainder, so thit 
the little party felt that much depended 
iport their success. They began drilling 
aad were only well started when a crown 
hevel-gear wheel broke and the bering 
stopped, a= there was none to teplace 1. 
They stood around the drill in. despair,

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The native dress for both sexes is 
tasteful and becoming and suited to the 
climate. Tt is a full skirt made of nar- 
row strips of pandantis reaching to the 
knees. A wreath of fresh flowérs and a 
necklace of flowers or beads complete the 
costume, Sometimes. the necklace 1s 
strung with sharks teeth and finished 
with a pur of f{rigate-bird feathers, 
which hang down the hack. 

The men often wear a belt, in which 
is thnist a huge, wicked-looking coon 
keri te. 

Although these people are almost nude, 
they do net appear naked; the brown 
piement clothes them, and they are #3 
noconscions and poised as we it our 
clothing, ‘They have well set-up hgures 
and walk with the ease and grace of per- 
sons. who have never worn corsets or 
shoes. ‘They have fine teeth and straight, 
black hair, that of the men cut short, 
while the women wear theirs streaming 
down the back or hanging in braids. 

Cheing to the influence of civilization, 
they sometimes substitute for the exqul- 
site wreaths of natural flowers the pink 
celluloid combs sold by the trade stores, 
and the mem wear extraordinary eare 
rings, stich as safety-pins and matches, 

In the “good oll days” —every. country 
has its “good old days,” and in the South 
Sea islands these were the days before 
civilization impinged upon native ¢us- 
toms—the natives ancinted themseives 
frequently with coconut oil Atter com- 
ing in from the fishing cinecs, after vie- 
lemt exercise, and always before sleeping, 
they applied the oil freely. ‘This sufe- 
guarded them {rem cole 

When they bean te wear clothme they 
found that the oil -stained their clothes, 
so they abandoned. its use th great part 

All through the Pace the native races 
are dying out, owing to their contact with 
the white races, whose diseases have 
proved extraordinarily fatal ta them. So 
snmple a disease as measles has almost 
destroyed the population of many ixhands. 
Trberculosis is prevalent and Spanish 
infiuenza wrought great havoc. 

Not the lesst cause of this is the wear- 
ing of clothing, The natives wear ther 
clothes day and might. If thev are wet 
by rain or hy wading in the sex—l haye 
seen them, immersed to ther shoulders

while casting nets on the recf—they do 
not change, for in that climate they feel 
no sensation of cold, and even sleep in 
wet clothing, instead of oiling their 
bodies as formerly, il 

Many thoughtiul observers hold that 
the influence of dress, especially the dress 
of women, kas worked harm, for while 
the natives have learned to wear clothes, 
they have not learned how to wear them. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, who has much 
to sav in praise of missionaries, says this 
about clothing: | | 

“The mind of the female misstonary 
tends to be continually busied about 
dress. She can be taught with extreme 
difficulty to think-any:costume decent but 
that to whith she prew accustomed on 
Clapham Common, and to gratiy this 
prepudi¢e the native:is put to useless ¢x- 
nense, his mind is tainted with the mor- 
hicities of Europe, and his health is set 
in danger.” 






TH “MOTITER TMUBHAKD” 18 ESPECTALLY 
UNSIGHTLY IN SAITRU 


The “Mother Hubbard” dress, the wni- 
versal attire for women, i ugiy, ¢spe- 
cially as worn in Nauru, reaching from 
throat to heels: in the Gilberts it ts ntti- 
fied by being eut square in the neck anil 
shortened to the knees: Fortunately, the 
missionaries stopped before they put hats 
and shes on their converts. 

A native woman does not Teel herself 
modestly attired without the ridi; she 
often wears it ander her dress, where you 
can see it bulge and hear it rustle, ‘The 
thissionaries devised a much more suitable 
dress for the men. The Inva-lava, two 
yards of cotton cloth wound around the 
loins, tucked in at the waist and falling 
to or below the knees; and a white 
“singlet,” a short-sleeved gauze under- 
shirt, is simple and becoming. The ridi 
is froquertly worn beneath the nva-tava 
for modesty's: sake. | 

A darge proportion of the Nauruans 
(dress in purely native costume; others 
wear clothes to church or tm the homes, 
where they are emploved as servants, and 
change for ridis when they returt to their 
homes; and yet others wear clothes with- 
out change till they fall into mgs, or, 25 
they say, “broken clothes.”

‘There appears -to have been no organ 
ized priesthoud, tut an altar formerly 
etood before the hut of each chief, apon 
which were laid offerings of food, either 
devited to gods, to the ghosts of thet 
nicestars, of, what is more probable, to 
devils, in whom. the natives have pro- 
fomnd belief, 

As late os r88G, a tvwin-of-war called 
at the island and the sailors desecrate 
one of the-altare by seizing the coconitis 
sn other food apon it “The ship steamed 
wway to Apia, in Samoa, was caught im 
the great cvelone on Samt Patrick's Day 
of that year, which destroyed most of the 
shipping tn the harhor, including six war- 
ships, and was wrecked. The sacrilegions 
sailors were drowned. The Nauruans 
look upon this.as a. pumishment fy the 
spirits, 

Some of these alors, which were coral 
pinnacles the height of a table and higher, 
are still standing, but are not sed save 
as indications of the chiefs’ houses. ‘he 
government is substituting “chief priats” 
with the ruumes of the chiefs meacribed.

Nauru lies in lonely seas. There are 
three steammehip routes between America 
and Australia, but the nekrest one crosses 
the Equator about 1400 miles to the east, 
on the way from Honolohs te Sydnew: the 
steamship Inries across the Pacthe trot 
east to west lie about the same distance 
to the north; those from Sydney to 
Hongkong about-as far to the southwest. 
Once m three months a small steamer 
plying letveen Sydney, the Solemoen 
Isla a, aml the Gillert Group. tracing 
in copra and carrying a few passengers, 
touches at the tahun. 

‘The mission ship, Jolin MW illieus, carry 
ing missionaries of the London Altssion- 
ary Society to and from their “stations 
throntghout the Pacific, calls onee or twice 
a year, ‘The Pacific Phosphate Com- 
pany's cargo boats, which come up from 
Australia every three or four weeks, are 
the main connection with the ontsile 
work They carry mails, supplies, and a 
few passengers.

Wayes-ate low; a native boy (all men 
employed a§ servants or m any capecity 
are “hoys’) can he hired as cook for one 
pound a month: a hause bay for fifteen 
shillines ja laundress, who brings one or 
two helpers and works two davs-a week, 
Teckives: ore pound a ynosrth. 

The servarits are ‘fer where they work, 
het Seep in their own bets. sé Native 
servants are like white ones, in that some 
are good aid some bad. The good ones 
tre trensures—fatthful and honest, One 
concerves the same alfection for them that 
the masters had for the nezro honse 
servants before the Civil War, but the 
hest of them do not work like white serv- 
ants. They need continual oversight for 
the sake of cleanliness and economy. 
House-cleaning, for instance, iS Con 
ducted with a great deal of noise and 
splashing of water, but only the high 
places are touched, and if the cook finals 
a supply of dish-towels he throws away 
the soiled ones with the remark, “plenty 
more,”

that one does not merely open one's mouth 
to let fruits fall into it; but, netwithstand- 
i, these drawhacks, it has its agrecable 
STOe. 
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OCEANICA’S ESLUS DE LUNE 


The master of the mourings, a man 
who has spent thirty years in the islands, 
is ht the habit of saying, “The first ten 
years are the worst.” Nauru and Ocean 
Island are really isles de lixe, for they 
live electricity for power and lighting; 
i tetrigerating plant filled with beef and 
mutton supplied try live: oat and sheey 
brought up from: Australia by each boat. 
Other advantages are a bakesee: steari 


laundry, and plumbing with salt- and 
fresh-water shower-haths. 

None of the other small islands has 
these luxuries; but, even without. these, 
there ia the charm of waving palms* of 
the shining beaches, with their wimilrows 
of shingle, in which one gathers shells 
and coral; of the sea brealang on the 
reef tof the native huts glimpsed through 
the trees; of the white terns flying low 
and screaming; of tall herons wading in 
the shallow water at the edge of the sea] 
of the white chonds driven tapidly over 
the iskand by the trade winds; of the 
feet of ottrigeer canoes sailing cut at 
dawn or silhouetted against the setting 
stm as they returri.

The 
largest is less than 13 miles in diameter, 
while a half dozen coconut trees, sur- 
rounded by noture’s breakwater of man- 
proves, tells the whole story of many of 
the srnailest. 
or how large theyiare. Ome careful esti- 
tiate is 1,000 islands, with a total ares 
of o7o squart miles. a 
Sown in the form of an inverted T, 
the islands stretch 2.452 miles est and 
west, just north of the Equator, from 
Lerd North Island, the westernmost of 
the Carolines, to Mille Atoll, the eastern- 
most of the Marshalls; and 1.170 miles 
north and south from Pajaros, the, most 
northern of the Marianas, to Greenwich, 
in the Carolines. Stall as they are, they 
stake out about 1,500,000 square miles in 
the Nerth Pacific.* 
Men of many notions— Portuguese, 


Spanish, English, American, French, 
Russian, German, and now Japanese— 


have wandered through the islands in the 
centuries: since Columbus dared the un- 
know sea. | 

They catie as explorers seeking El 
Dorades. soldiers to conquer new lands 
for theit kings, pirates to rectiperate in 
the balmy tropies, missionaries to teach 
and trade, “blackbirders” gathering Ia- 
horers for the plantations of New, Zea- 
land and Australia, leach-comtbers drift- 
ing aut their aimless existence, and all 
the strange medley of humanity that 
life’s w@blies cast into strange corners of

The last time our ship anchored in 
Ponape Harbor was on the Japanese na- 
tinal holiday celebrating the accession 
of the first mythological emperor, In 
Tozt it was the 2,58tst anniversary. 

During the hour's ride to shore in the 
little launch, winding between the sunken 
coral reefs showing white through the 
clear green water, the genial naval com- 
mander of the tsland explained that a 
holiday and big celebration had been ar- 
ranged. Any government is popular with 
the natives in proportion to its. holidays. 

That afternoon the flag of the Rising 
Sun was flving over the baz parade 
eround above the village and the noval 
hand played the Japanese national air, 

The natives were there to watch the 
athletic games, just as they or their 
fathers and mothers had come on other 
national holidays when the Spanish or 
Gentian colors flapped in the breeze over 
the same parade ground and they jomed 
in singing other patriotic songs in other 
languages, Some remembered the even 
earlier years, when Fourth of July was 
the big holiday, and a. few could. recall 
two occasions when bloody revolutions 
started against the Spanish rulers as part 
of the celebration of the American natal 
day.

Kubary first searched Nanmatal for 
Godefroy musenm, and when Governor 
Berg was in the islands he shipped a0 
many specimens to the Leipay Afoseum 
that the government sent ar expedition 
to vlenr away the inngle andl sttuly the 
city and the slightly different rims on 
the island of Kusaie.

In Palao the women wear a double 
short skirt.

Ina part 
of the world where the mother’s hip 
serves as a baby carriage, the foll skirt 
of Yap makes a convenient seat for the

The Marshalls are priwd of their rec- 
ord of twenty years without a murder 
and very few cases of theft. That is 
more that any American city of equal 
population amd farther removed trom 
(lave when head-lninting was popular can 
boast. The nissiotnaries have tunght the 
natives that they must not smoke, dance, 


lay cards, cook on Sundays, drink 
Dqver, or indulge m varions other relax 
ations which are mot considered a eter- 


‘nal bar to godliness in other Ipnds, Cal- 


isthenics were abolished in the mission 
schools because the movements suggested 
the dances of their forefathers to the 
young people. As all these restrictions 
economize pliystcal effort, the rmtives 
willingly accept ther. 

Oa the other hand, the population is 
said to have diminished so per cent in ns 
a verrs, and the medical offtrers at 
the free hospital sav that Qo per cent of 
their patients have venereal diseases ane 
fo per cent are also suffering with 
frambesia fropica, otherwise known as 
“yaws, which might be avoided if the 
tadiments of hygienic cleanliness were 
observed, 


THE ANCIENT DANCE 15:80 sont 
Though there is fttle to disturh their 


‘lassitude, the Marshall islanders ore 


happy and contented. Most of them sit 
around their howses all day, have a song 
service in the evening; and then go to 
sleep, 
Walk past a native house almost any 
hour of the day and two or three metor 
women can be seen Iving on their backs 
in the cool interior: They will lazily roll 
their heads to look through the windows, 
opening on a level with the ground, ta see 
who ie passing, but more than mere énri- 
esity is needed to dislodge them from 
their bratded mats. It has been so Jone 
since there his been anything mueli te de 
that they have gotten out of te fratip. 

They diet have the vigor of tei 
forefathers, when the men, workime 
themselves: into a frenzy in the. war 
dance, dashed to their canoes to butth 
with the peale of a neighboring tland 
Those were the days when the women 
danced the wild ril-aig, whose sins 
pyrations were the sensation of the South 
Seas, Four years of training, until’ her 
buckbone was as flexible ws a ariake's, 
were required before a wri was permitted 
to join in this dance. In those days, to 
avoid argument, clildren traced their 
nme and ancestry to their mother. 

The chiefs and toest.af the men who 
have beert educated in the mussion selects 
have aided a jamilinrity. with foreigners 
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and business iethods to their native 
shrewdness. Many of them speak Eng- 
lish, ancl, with their innate lowe of poli- 
ties, delnge the visitor with questions: on 
the outside world and initernatronnl ad 
fairs, some of which are too complex for 
the onhbhary traveler: 

The years of missionary teaching in the 
islands have nmile the mitives o peaceftl, 
friendly, and hospitable people, and their 
even longer associntion with American

EASTER ISLAND SIGHT’ APTER A VOYAGE 
OF 13 MONTHS 


Easter Islatd at last! Tt was in the 
musty dawn of a Sunday in Murch that 
we first saw our destination, just one 
week in the yent earlier than the Faster 
Day it was sighted m 1722 by Reggeveen 
am] his company of Dutchmen. We had

heen twenty days at-sea since leaving Juan 
Fernandez (Robinson Crusoe's Island). 
wiving a wide berth to the few dangerous 
rocks which constitute Sala y Gomez and 
steering directly into the stmset, 

It was thirteen. months since we had 
left Southumpton, out of which time we 
had been 147 days under way, and here 
it last was our goal, Aa we approached 
the southern coast we pgared in nhnwst 
nwed silence at the long gray mass of 
land, broker mito three great carves and 
diversiiied hy giant molehilis. The whole 
looked an alarmingly big lind in which to 
fitted) licen caves. 

‘The lush was broken by the despairing 
yore of Batley, the ship’s conk. “T don't 
know how loam to make a fire om thuit 
isha; there is no wood!”

THE FIRST MEAL ON TASTER ISLAND 


We swung round the western headinnd, 
with its group of islets, and «dropped 
anchor tn Cooks Hay. A few Jnmidred 
yanls from the shore is the village af 
Hanga Raa, the native name for Cooks 
Bay. This is the only part of the island 
wineh ts mbabited. the 250 natives, all 
that remain of the population, haying 
been gathered! together here in order to 
secure the safety of the live stuck, to 
which the rest of the island is devoted. 

The yacht was soon surrounded by six 
or seven bioat-Jomis of natives; clad im 
nondescript European garments, but 
wearmny head-ooverings of mative straw, 
somewhat resembling in appearance the 
high hat of crvilizntion. 

The manager, Mr. Eemmds, shortly 
ippeared, and to onr relief, for we had 
net been sure how he would view such 
an irivasiin, gave usa very kind welecme. 
He is English and was, to all interit, at 
the time of «mtr arrival, the only white 
Tan on the island; a French carpenter, 
who lived at Hanga Roa with a nntive 
wife, heing always inchirded in the village 
Community. 

Mtr. Ectmunds' house ts at Matavert, a

In Easter Island the problem of the 
cisposal of the dead is supposed to have 
been solved by neither earth burial sor 
cremation, but by meats of the omn- 
present stores, Which were built up to 
make a last resting-ploce for the de- 
parted, The burial-places are known 4s 
“alu.” They number tn all sone ao and 
are principally found near the coast, Dut 
same 30 exist inland, suggesting that 
their erection on the seaboard was a 
matter of convenience, not of principle. 

With the exception of the preat eastern 
and western headlinds, where they are 
scarce, it 1s probably safe to say that in 
riding round the island at is impossible to 
ro anywhere for more: than a few. hun- 
dred yards without comimg across one of 
thease abodes of the dead.

The oily piece of a stntue which still 
remains on. its bed-plate is the fragment 
at “Tongariki, In the — best «preserved 
apecimions the figures lie on their faces 
like rows of huge nite-pits. Some are 
intact. but many are broken, the cleavage 
having. generally occurred when the fall- 
ing image has come in contact with the 
couitaining wall at the lower level. 

No one now living remembers a statue 
standing on an ahu, and legend, though 
not of a very impressive character, has 
already arisen to account for the fall of 
sone of them. An old man arrived, i ts 
said, in the neighborhacd of Tongariki, 
and as he was unable to speak, he mide 
known by means of signs that he wished 
for chicken heads to cat; these were not 
forthcoming. He slept, however, in one 
of the houses there, and during the night 
his hosts were aroused by a great noise, 
which he sand was due to hes feet tapping 
against the stone foundations of the 
house, In the morning it was found that 
the stutues on the great ahu had all 
fallen—the revenge of the old man. _

The conclusion, however, that the 
images owe them fall to deliberate van- 
daliam during internecine warfare sects 
to be confirmed by comparatively recent 
tradition concerning the destruction of 
the image which stood alone on Ahw 
Pare on the north coast. This was the

terrace, being 32 feet m height, and the 
events which resulted in its destruction 
are supposed to have occurred just before 
living memory, and, like most steries in.
